allthing: bewg prepared tor the making ofa bridg, &

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havigg cleared our paſſages with a forlorae, we laid a 
bridg over ſevernin that piace where theriver Team 
runs into it, ſo that by that means we had anadvan- 
tage to lay another bridg over the river Team which 
accordingly was dune, our foot diſputed the hedges 
with much c-urage ard reſolution, the fight began on 
the otter fide of Severn, and our Foot from this fide 
began it, they clearieg the way for the refttoccme 
over after them , the right Wing of Lieut. Generall 
Fleetwood: Forces came over the bridg that was made 
over Team, while the left Wing diſputed the bridge 
at Pozke a quarter of a mile beyond the River, which 
diſpute lafted a lopg time, and was very hot, but the 
Lord gzye our mento gaine ground of the Enemy, 
til! we had beaten them out of the yrouad, the char- 
ges was very hot for a while, but the Lord owned us 
is thigCenceſt, and the Enemy fled before us 3 while 
this wis doing, the enetny rallying made a very bold 
ſally our on this fide of the Towne, and came with 
great bodies of horſe and foot, ſuppefing moft ofour 
Army had been drawne out on theorher fide, they 
gavYe our ena Yery hot ſalute, and put them to a 
little retreat, and diſerder ; but in a ſhort while 
the Lord gave us viftory on this Ede alſo, our , 
foot did very noble and gallant ſervice, ard they 
diſputed with them not onely the hedges, but fol- 
lowed them boldly to the very mouth cftheir Can- 
non which was planted oa their Mountaine works, et 
!'zrgrh we gained their works, (and planted their 
-- eat Guns ag1iuſt them in the Town ) and we heare 
-*:1t ſome of cur horſe and foot are in_ the North ard 
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FE :ff end ofthe Towne ; the night came on ſo faſt that 
he could not purſue further ; moſt of their horſe are 
eſcaped, but my Lord General hath diſpatched Major 
General Harriſon: Brigade after them,to follow them 
which way ſoever they are gone; we cannot yet give 
2n 2ccount whoaretakenor ſ)aine, but we conceive 
the r.umber of their ſlain farre exceeds the number of 
the priſoners (but I guefle the number of the kild and 
taken to be about 5000) to morrow we ſhall beable 
to giveyou a fuller relation, the Lord bath done great 
things for Exglend. Our Quartermaſter General, and 
Cap. ones are flaine, and Mr. Howard Captaine of the 
Life-gnard is wounded ; Mzjor Gen. Lawbeyts horſe 
was ſhot under hitn, but through the -pcodneſle of 
God we have nor loſt many ; a priſoner that we have 
taken tels as, that he believcs their Kiog is either ſ)aine 
ortaken. The Countrey would doe wel to riſe upon 
the Fugitives,that they may not rally again, or imbo- 
die to doe any more miſchiefe. You kaow now what 
you arc to doe, bleſſe the Lord with us, and for us; tke
